The Belmont Was A Sockeroo, 
And The Dancer Was Nimble 


New YORK 
It's hard to say whether the finish of 
the Belmont Stakes was more exciting than 
the Preakness. or merely seemed so be- 
cause the race was longer: There’s no 
possible doubt. however, that the Belmont 
confirmed Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s 
Native Dancer as the best 3-year-old of the 
season, for this time he came from be- 
hind, and beat Spring Hill Farm’s Jamie 
kK. a little easier at a mile and a half 
than he had at a mile and three-sixteenths. 
Eugene Constantin Jr.’s Royal Bay Gem. 
again third. was farther behind than he 
was at Pimlico. Of course, you noticed that 
all the placed horses were the same in 
both races. Now, I happen to have the 
memory of an elephant, and can remember 
‘way back to—well, never mind, let’s just 
say years and years—but I can’t recall 
when anything like that occurred in two 
stakes races. Perhaps somebody can? 
Needless to say, the Belmont Stakes 
wasn’t the Preakness all over again. 
Jamie K. was no laggard from the starting

gate this time; in fact, except for a brief 
moment during the very early running, 
he was never worse than second. Even as 
slow a beginner as Royal Bay Gem was 
more forward than he'd been in most of his 
races. The reason for this, no doubt. was 
the pace. It was quite slow for the first 
half, picked up in the next quarter, reached 
its fastest in the fourth quarter, where 
Jamie K. moved up and took the lead 
from Ram o’ War, eased a bit as they 
went round the turn for home. and reached 
the maximum again as Native Dancer and 
Jamie K. battled through the stretch. The 
fractional times were :25; :2515: :2444; 
:242%4; :2446; :242,. 

I believe it was Ed Bradley who used 
to say that a colt that could run the last 
quarter of a mile of a mile-and-a-quarter

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race in better than 25 seconds was some- 
thing extra, or words to that effect. Well, 
Native Dancer ran the last quarter of a 
mile-and-a-half race in :24%. 

You'd hardly suppose that the way he 
runs would catch the public’s fancy. Maybe 
it’s his color. He hasn’t the tremendous, 
bounding action Man o’ War had, or the 
smoothness of half a dozen good horses I 
could name. Rather, he has a very power- 
ful and businesslike—almost relentless— 
way of going. It’s unspectacular, perhaps, 
because when he levels down he runs with 
his head low, but he gets there. Reminds 
me more of Exterminator than any horse 
I can think of, and that’s good enough 
for me. 

Incidentally, Guerin handled him well 
in the Belmont. Arcaro also did a com- 
petent Job on Jamie K., but remarked 
after he weighed in that his mount just 
wasn’t good enough. 


SCHEDULE. Everybody, I’m sure, 
would like to know how a Belmont Stakes 
winner is trained, but hardly anybody 
ever does. Thanks to Jim Roach, chief 
Turf writer for The New York Times, 
who does a first class job, if I may say 
so. I can pass along a page of Trainer 
Bill Winfrey’s work book, which shows 
what Native Dancer did during the three 
weeks between his triumphs in the Preak- 
ness and the Belmont Stakes. 

May 24—Vanned from Baltimore to Bel- 
mont Park. 

May 25 and 26—Walked. 

May 27, 28, and 29—Galloped. 

May 30—Went five-eighths in 1:04. 

May 31—Galloped. 
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June 1—Went a mile in 1:441, and. while 
being eased up. was timed in 1:5735 
for a mile and an eighth. 

June 2 and 3—Galloped. 

June 4—Went three-eighths in :3525. 

June 5—Went a mile and a quarter in 
2:07. 

June 6—Walked. 

June 7 and 8—Galloped. 

June 9—Went a mile and a half in 2:3824. 

June 10 and 11—Galloped. 

June 12—Went six furlongs in 1:13%5. 


THE OTHERS. Native Dancer was well 
turned out for the Belmont Stakes, but 
the colt that caught my eye in the sad- 
dling paddock was Jamie K. Giving him 
all the best of it, this light bay son of 
Crowfoot—Sea Elf fairly radiated good 
conditioning and grooming. (He'll never 
run any better. either. than he did in the 
Belmont.) 

Royal Bay Gem also looked very well. 
much better than he did before the Preak- 
ness. But he’s such a little horse. It 
seems a shame to keep on running him 
out of his depth—at level weights against 
Native Dancer—when he can do so much 
better against his own sort. (Witness his 
form in the Jersey Stakes and the Pea-

body Memorial Stakes.) Especially for the 
Belmont Stakes, I suppose. he wore the 
biggest and newest sheepskin I ever saw. 
As a matter of fact, you don’t see so many 
nowadays as you used to. Sam Hildreth 
said he always put them on to catch the 
judge’s eye in a close finish, but I suppose 
with the photo-chart those things don’t 
matter. 


Almost nobody gave Bruce Campbell’s 
Ram o° War or Louis Prima’s The Preem 
a second look, and the King Ranch’s 
Kamehameha came in only for casual 
attention. as much because of his name 
(which is a good one, because he is by 
Polynesian, and Kamehameha was an 
Hawaiian king). as because he was such 
an unknown quantity. He still is an un- 
known quantity. for after showing a flash 
of speed at the start. he dropped out of 
things. Bob Kleberg. who owns him, said 
the colt’s saddle slipped. 


WEATHER REPORT. In my book of 
memories. the day of the Belmont Stakes 
was as thoroughly disagreeable a one for 
an important race as I’ve suffered through 
since the Queen’s Plate at Toronto last 
year—and that was a little dandy. It was 


bitterly cold. and rained hard most of the 
afternoon at Belmont. and everybody would 
have minded it a lot more if the racing 
hadn't been first class. 


Well, the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion didn’t have much luck with the ele- 
ments on Memorial Day, either; rain also 
kept the attendance well below expecta- 
tions. 

However. the management took no 
chances on having a sockerco of a minus 
pool on the Belmont Stakes. Actually. it 
did have a tiny one—only $136—but it 
might have had one comparable to the 
$46.000 beauty Pimlico had on the Preak- 
ness if it had not decided to have no 
show betting on the Belmont Stakes. It 
seems that this can be done. oddly enough. 
on stakes races. but not on overnight 
events. I’m told there’s a rule about it, 
too. But [ve looked through the New York 
State Racing Commission's little blue 
book of rules and regulation. and the 
only item on minus pools I can find 
is to the effect that no part of any minus 
pool shall be charged against the State's 
participation in the total pool or breaks. 
Maybe the one they acted on was a house 
rule.

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The Commissioners Took A Convention 
From Good Fellowship — A Forestry of Ideas 


Boston 

On the morning of Thursday. June 1), 
the survivors of the nineteenth annual 
convention of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners were moving 
sleepily and perfunctorily through the last 
details of their final business session at 
the Sheraton Plaza Hotel when Ashley 
Trimble Cole, chairman of the New York 
commission, asked to be heard for five 
minutes. He wished the distinguished 
commissioners to know they might help 
themselves to copies of a brochure on fire 
protection and of another brochure on 
identification methods, with special em- 
phasis on the coding of night-eyes. 

Hugh L. Mehorter, of New Jersey. the 
new president of the NASRC., commented 
on “the fine collection of night-eyes here 
this morning,” and rushed on in the direc- 
tion of adjournment. Some of the sleepy 
eyes started a final check of train and 
plane reservations, and some of the swol- 
len feet climbed on the buses for a won- 
derful day at Wentworth-by-the-Sea as 
guests of the New Hampshire State Racing 
Commission and the management of Rock- 
ingham Park. 

For the 19th year the NASRC_ had 
wined, dined. and danced and, in its quiet- 
er hours. twined its way through a forest 
of ideas concerned with the betterment of 
racing. The physical locale was different. 
The forestry of ideas was about the same 
as usual. The few veterans guided the 
many new commissioners along the worn 
paths of communication. Along with pride- 
ful pointing and alarmful viewing. a few 
details of information on recent progress 
were presented, and the commissioners 
went back home to appraise. and possibly 
apply. some of the knowledge gained. 


ORGANIZATION. Affairs of the 
NASRC during the past year have been 
presided over by an executive committee 
composed of D. Thomas Testa of Rhode 
Island, president; Dwight Murphy of Cali- 
fornia. Hugh L. Mehorter of New Jersey, 
and Frank R. Warton of Illinois, respec- 
tively first, second, and third vice presi- 
dents; Dr. Frank R. Menne. Oregon, 
treasurer; and Mrs. August E. Smith, Ken- 
tucky, secretary and assistant treasurer. 

In the ordinary course of events, Cali- 
fornia’s Dwight Murphy would have suc- 
ceeded to the presidency of the organiza- 
tion. but Mr. Murphy’s recent resignation 
intervened. The new officers. elected unan- 
imously, are Hugh L. Mehorter, New Jer- 
sey. president; Dr. Frank R. Menne, Ore- 
gon. first vice president; Wathen Knebel- 
kamp. Kentucky, second vice president; 


Thomas J. Beedem. Massachusetts. third 
vice president: Dr. Curtis A. Haggard. 
Florida, treasurer. Mrs. Smith was con- 
tinued in the work-horse job as secretary 
and assistant treasurer. 

Mehorter, the new president. was named 
to the New Jersey commission in April. 
1950, to serve out an unexpired term 
which ends in December, 1954, Fifty-four 
years old, he has a fire insurance business 
and a quiet, easy-going efficiency which 
helped make him Republican majority 
leader, then speaker (and active gover- 
nor) in the lower house of the New Jersey 
legislature. Not quite up to average size, 
he likes to tell of the time he attended 
Joe Culmone’s wedding; walking into the 
church between Logan Batcheller and 
Kenny Church, he heard the congrega- 
tion whispering, “. . . but who’s that old 
jockey in the middle?” He has a wife, 
a married daughter. a flair for scholarly 
rhetoric. and a considerable interest in 
local history; for several years he was 
president of the Gloucester County His- 
torical Society. 

In accepting the presidency from Testa 
at the final Mr. Mehorter an- 
nounced that the 1954 convention of the 
NASRC would be held in New Jersey. at 
Asbury Park. and that he would anounce 
the organization’s working committees in 
the near future. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS 

The NASRC is an organization designed 
for communication rather than action. 
since it is impossible to delegate author- 
ity on a national basis. Communication is 
performed through a_ bulletin service 
which accounts for rule changes. rulings. 
suspensions, ete., in each jurisdiction, and, 
at the annual convention. through commit- 
tee reports and an open forum in which 
other organizations are represented. 

The committee reports constitute the 
main business of each convention. They 
are read, discussed, and usually “accepted” 
as submitted, without official commitment 
as to whether they are approved in full, 
Discussion of some subjects has been 
minimized by the fact that the ground 
has been covered rather thoroughly in 
previous years, and of others by the no- 
tion that the problems involved are al- 
most insoluble.

INFORMATION. The Information Com- 
mittee, headed by J. William Graham. 
secretary of the Maryland commission, is 
principally concerned with the efficiency 
of the bulletin as a means of interchange 
of important information. It suggested 
various procedures to make coverage more 


prompt and accurate. and made one recom- 
mendation which—if it were accepted 
anywhere—would make rulings less con- 
fusing to commissioners and _ public: 
“Rulings should define specifically the 
offense for which the ruling is made rather 
than a general. over-all statement of ‘detri- 
mental to the best interest of racing.’ ” 


UNIFORM RULES PROCE- 
DURE. For racing commissions, the rain- 
bow at the bottom of the pot of gold is 
uniform rules throughout the country. This 
was the first problem the NASRC attacked. 
In two decades it appears to have made 
some progress, but the gains are progres- 
sively harder to come by. The committee 
headed by Frank R. Warton, Illinois, had 
numerous generalized suggestions, but 
offered no specific rule for consideration. 
Among Mr. Warton’s suggestions: 

1) “Some rule . . . which would place 
a burden upon both the track and the 
horsemen to insure continuity of racing. 
For example. I believe the tracks should 
be called upon to make statements as to 
their intentions of purse offerings at least 
90 days prior to the opening of the track. 
A period of 30 days would then be allowed 
so that the horsemen could either accept 
or reject the program offered and 
every licensee and employee could be 
bound by an agreement of employment 
with the association.” 

2) Standard procedure in the collection 
of specimens for drug tests. 

3) Standard procedure in the protection 
of the stable area. 

4) Denial of a license in one state 
should be honored elsewhere, just as in 
the case of a suspension. 

5) Meetings with the American Train- 
ers’ Association to clarify agreements on 
stimulation rules and forms of medication 
to be permitted. “All medication er even 
icing should be reported to the stewards.” 

6) Uniform penalties for similar of- 
fenses by jockeys. 

7) Uniform claiming rules. 

8) “L feel strongly that no horse should 
be allowed to race after a long absence 
from the track unless the result of three 
works can be published. . . . A clocker 
should be licensed and operate under strict 
regulations. Horses should not be worked 
unless at least two official clockers are 
present.” 


NIGHT RACING. Byron E. Redman, 
New Hampshire, chairman. reported the 
committee inactive because there was no 
controversy over the NASRC’s previous 
stand that night racing was a matter for 
local determination. 
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OFF-COURSE BETTING. Mr. Mehor- 


ter’s committee was brief. It proposed, 
without comment, that the NASRC “re- 
iterate its condemnation of off-course bet- 
ting as being opposed to the best inter- 
ests of Thoroughbred racing.” The Illinois 
commission dissented, on the grounds that 
off-course betting was “just as much out 
of the province of this association as night 
racing.” 


PUBLIC RELATIONS. Harry Millar. 
secretary of the New York commission 
and chairman of the Public Relations Com- 
mittee, reported “racing’s public relations 
today are healthy in every respect.” The 
committee wanted voices to “rise as one 
in protest against overtaxation which now 
threatens the very life-line of Thorough- 
bred racing.” It complimented Bowie, Lin- 
coln Downs, and Tanforan for their “splen- 
did gesture” of closing on Good Friday 
and suggested similar gestures elsewhere. 
Regarding television: “We cannot too 
strongly urge against the actual giving 
away of our show at frequent intervals to 
a medium that might progressively serve 
to make it easier for people to enjoy the 
races by staying away.” 


STIMULATIONS AND DRUGS. Dr. 
Frank R. Menne, Oregon, chairman, recom- 
mended “a gradual extension” of saliva 
and urine testing to second and _ third 
horses, but noted that the last report of 
the Association of Official Racing Chem- 
ists showed 41 positive returns from 55,089 
specimens examined. “The cost per ident- 
ification of a positive specimen, therefore, 
is considerable. This would be tripled if 
first, second, and third horses were exam- 
ined.” Dr. Menne was impressed with the 
advantages of the receiving barn, but rec- 
ognized the attendant disadvantages, not 
least among them the fact that the use 
of a receiving barn shifts responsibility 
to the track and commission. “The trainer 
of a horse found to have received a drug 
could say. ‘Look, you had him, I didn’t.’ ” 

Discussion of the various committee re- 
ports was less vigorous and voluminous 
than in the earlier years of the NASRC, 
when the prospects of problem-solving at 
a national level appeared brighter than 
now. When the Illinois commission—Paul 
Serdar, William S. Miller, Frank R. War- 
ton—asked for a full-scale consideration 
of claiming rules, it got a little information 
and a few comments, but nothing helpful 
toward clearing its own confusion. Emmet 
J. Kelley. New Hampshire, suggested that 
such preblems should be ironed out as 
much as possible in hearings before the 
committee, as they were in some previous 
years, but met an objection that the scat- 
tered membership of a committee could 
not get together except at the annual 
meeting, where it had little time for 
hearings. He then suggested that the whole 
procedure of the organization be reviewed: 
It was running into too many dead ends 
to be effective. 


Ideas for The NASRC 


One of the earliest functions accepted 
as routine by the NASRC was that of col- 
lecting the information, advice, and opin- 
ions of other organizations in racing. In 
this role it has come nearer than any other 
organization to the status of a national 
body for synthesizing the consideration of 
policy within the sport. At its Boston con- 
vention it gathered a considerable harvest. 


JOCKEYS’ GUILD. Jockeys were rep- 
resented by Sterling Young, Ike Bassett, 
and Bert Thompson, respectively managers 
for the Eastern, Central. and Western Sec- 
tions of the Guild. They had specific sug- 
gestions. 

1) Bert Thompson: “You will recall 
that during the 1952 convention in San 
Francisco it was agreed that the Jockeys’ 
Guild would evolve a standard apprentice 
contract which could be adopted by all 
States. I am pleased to report that the 
Guild has worked closely with the Jockey 
Club in preparing the contract now in use 
in New York. This contract specifies a 
minimum monthly salary, plus board, 
lodging, medical, and traveling expenses. 
It also states that 35 per cent of the money 
earned by the apprentice be held in trust 
until he is 21 years of age. An apprentice 
must be at least 16 when the contract is 
signed, but is not granted approval to ride 
until he is 17... . The Jockeys’ Guild is 
heartily in favor of these points. . . . The 
directors of the Jockeys’ Guild strongly 
urge that all states adopt the contract now 
in use in New York. Copies are filed with 
The Jockey Club, the racing commission, 
and the Jockeys’ Guild.” 

2) Sterling Young: “There have been 
several instances in which a rider does 
not have an official ruling placed against 
him but is requested to withdraw his ap- 
plication and move to another track. The 
Guild appreciates the reluctance of the 
officials to issue a ruling and so place a 
mark on the rider’s record. However, in- 
stead of helping his reputation, they are 
actually injuring it. Somehow the news 
always gets around . .. and when that 
rider applies for a license at another track, 
he is informed that his application cannot 
be approved until he is cleared at the 
original track. It becomes a_ merry-go- 
round for all concerned. . .. We feel it is 
unfair to him, and to racing, to simply 
ignore his misdeeds by requesting him to 
leave.” 

3) Ike Bassett: “In 1946, the Jockeys’ 
Guild requested all racing commissions to 
consider (risks of the riding trade) and 
to increase the mount fees in effect at that 
time. You gentlemen were most co-opera- 
tive, and a higher scale was adopted. Since 
that time, racing has prospered. Changes 
have been made in purse distribution, but 
jockey fees have remained static. For ex- 


ample. in my territory, the minimum purse 
at one meeting was $900 in 1951. The min- 


imum purse at that meeting is now $1,500, ° 


but the losing mount fee of $15 remains 
the same. 

“In order to evolve an equitable distri- 
bution, I am offering the following gradu- 
ated scale of mount fees for your con- 
sideration:

“You will note that the maximum in. 
crease is in the second, third, and losing 
mounts. Only one rider can win in each 
race; therefore, a greater number of 
riders would benefit through this increase.” 


THE JOCKEY CLUB. Ogden Phipps. 
vice chairman, represented the Jockey 
Club. He gave information on its school 
for racing officials, the Jockey Club 
Foundation Home for the care of the aged 
and destitute, and the apprentice rule 
adopted last year. 

With reference to financing the Founda- 
tion Home. Mr. Phipps stated that the first 
goal for a capital fund was $500,000. He 
said that directors have worked out a pro- 
gram which should provide sufficient in- 
come through the years without distress to 
any person or group: 

“It is hoped that each track operating 
in the United States will contribute an 
amount proportionate to its business. Sim- 
ply for the purpose of arriving at a fair 
contribution, it has been suggested that 
this amount approximate one cent for 
each program sold. In addition, it is hoped 
that all lead pony fees will be donated.” 

Mr. Phipps described the training given 
racing officials and said that the need for 
qualified officials, despite the great num- 
ber trained by the club, is far greater than 
the supply. 

The problem of jockeys, Mr. Phipps 
said, is twofold—how to develop an ade- 
quate number of young jockeys, and how 
to hold ihe older, experienced jockeys in 
the trade. He thought the first part of the 
problem could be solved by a good nation- 
al apprentice rule, the second part “by 2 
higher standard of weights to be carried 
by horses.” 


THE RACING FORM. J. Samuel Perl- 
man, publisher of The Morning Telegraph 
and The Daily Racing Form, entered a 
plea for a more equitable distribution of 
purse money. He thought well of a Cali- 
fornia trend to distribute less to the win- 
ning horse and more to those that finished 
second, third, and fourth. And he thought

it might be a good practice to provide 
fifth money—but not at the risk of attract- 
ing poor horses. Mr. Perlman proposed 
further study of purse distribution. 


THE TRA. John A. Morris. president of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations, 
Inc.. discussed 1acing’s continuing fight 
for public acceptance. He was encouraged 
by recent trends, but he had this to say 
as a word of warning: 

“A more delicate and perhaps more dan- 
gerous problem which all in racing must 
consider is the ever increasing tendency in 
some quarters to view racing as an ever 
more productive source of revenue. With- 
out relaxing our efforts toward building 
good public relations, we should redouble 
our efforts toward creating a better under- 
standing of racing and its economy on the 
part of legislators, some of whom see the 
sport only as a ripe melon ready for 
cutting.” 

He said it was important that legislators 
learn racing’s “economic facts of life.” 
of life.” 

OTHER VIEWPOINTS. Three of the 
other speakers who contributed to the 
NASRC “forum” were J. A. Estes, editor 
of THe Bioop-Horse; Robert O. Read, 
president of the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association; and George 
Swinebroad, president of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America. 

Mr. Estes. speaking as a representative 
of the American Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association, told of the history of the 
ATBA and backed up a request of Mr. 
Swinebroad for more filly and mare races. 

Said Estes: “There is a definite contin- 
uity between fillies’ form and their stud 
records. Good filly races elevate the stand- 
ards of racing in any area. I think prob- 
ably more of them might well be sub- 
stituted from some of the superabundance 
of claiming races we now have. The num- 
ber of claiming races reflects an appalling 
lack of resourcefulness on we Americans’ 
part when the proportion is compared with 
that in many other countries. They tend 
to cheapen the sport.” 

Read backed efforts of his organization 
to obtain percentage formulas from tracks. 
He thought that percentage formulas were 
the fairest way to protect the interests of 
the State, the track. and the horsemen.

He stepped 
over the one and a half miles of fast (but wet) 
track in a bright 2:2835, just one second off the 
track record set by Bolingbroke in 1942. Bolingbroke 
was carrying only 115 pounds when he set his mark, 
however, so the Dancer, under 126 pounds, had a 
very good day for himself. The cash he picked up 
for his Belmont win moved him into ninth place on 
the list of top money-winners. He also became the 
second richest Thoroughbred in training, being 
roughly $6,000 behind the 6-year-old Oil Capitol.

Larry MacPhail 


Breaks Silence 


Larry MacPhail simply couldn't keep 
his peace any longer. Last week, after a 
full month of silence, MacPhail peeked 
over the parapet around his Glenangus 
Farm and fired a quick volley at the 
Maryland State Racing Commission. 

The commission’s sin had been to deny 


MacPhail racing privileges at the Bowie. 


Race Course. It had done this after hear- 
ing charges last April that the former 
baseball executive had used abusive lang- 
uage against three guests in the club house 
at Bowie. of which he then was president. 

MacPhail’s sin, according to the com- 
mission, had been “conduct detrimental 
to the best interests of racing.” 

In a prepared statement last week, 
MacPhail called upon the two members 
of the Maryland commission to resign. He 
said that Chairman D. Eldred Rinehart 
and Commissioner H. Courtney Jenifer 
had “attempted to interfere, in violation 
of the Maryland racing law. with the op- 
eration and management” of Bowie from 
the time MacPhail took over as head of 
the track. 

He said that differences he had had with 
Rinehart and Jenifer “make it evident 
that their subsequent and precipitious ac- 
tion in depriving me of certain privileges 
at Bowie without previous hearing of any 
kind, and their public statement that I 
would not be allowed to appear at their 
investigation before they took action, was 
arbitrary and malicious.” 

MacPhail recalled in his statement that 
a legislative committee studying Maryland 
horse racing advised an “immediate and 
drastic revitalizing” of the racing commis- 
sion. “The only way, in all probability, 
the commission could be reorganized . , 
would be for Rinehart and Jenifer to 
resign.” he said. 

As far as the club house incident was 
concerned, MacPhail wasn’t retreating 
from anything he had said to anybody. If 
he had offended a bystander, he was sin- 
cerely apologetic. “But whether my lang- 
uage was justified is a matter of opinion,” 
he said. 

MacPhail’s words caught the top Mary- 
land commissioner in Boston, attending 
an annual meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners. 
MacPhail couldn’t have picked a more 
embarrassing time to break his silence. 
After Rinehart caught his breath, however, 
he dashed off this answer: 

“Mr. MacPhail’s statement is not fact- 
ually correct. The commission has always 
felt that it was the prerogative of the man- 
agement to write the condition book. The 


Maryland Racing Comm‘ssion entered 
into the dispute as to the condition book 
at Bowie at the request of Mr. MacPhail 
and representatives of the HBPA. 

“As to his suspension, Mr. MacPhail 
was notified that a hearing would be held 
at a given time. His counsel requested an 
extension in order to give Mr. MacPhail 
an opportunity to appear. The extension 
was granted. and later the commission was 
informed by counsel for Mr. MacPhail 
that he was unable to locate his client. 
Therefore. the case was closed. As to my 
qualifications to serve as a member of the 
Maryland Racing Commission, I should 
be happy to leave that decision to the gov- 
ernor of the State of Maryland.” 


Who’s on First? 


Webb Everett. who quit his job recently 
as racing secretary at Santa Anita Park 
to take a better one as general manager 
of the Las Vegas race track. was in a 
neat pickle last week. Federal Judge Roger 
Foley told the Las Vegas Jockey Club to 
get rid of Everett and to keep Alfred A. 
Luke. who Everett was supposed to re- 
place at Las Vegas. 

The whole mess came about this way: 

After Joseph M. Smoot was indicted 
for embezzling stockholders’ funds in the 
Las Vegas Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tion, the local Jockey Club took over to 
reorganize the bankrupt plant under Fed- 
eral Court supervision. Lou Smith. owner 
of Rockingham Park and president of the 
Las Vegas Jockey Club. and Luke. still 
executive manager of the track. were to 
direct the reorganization. 


It then was reported that Luke had 
been kicked out as manager: that Everett 
was being hired. Everett resigned his job 
in California, began talking about the 
good things he was going to do in Nevada. 

On May 26. Raymond Roberts, a mem- 
ber of the board of directors. filed suit in 
Federal Court against Smith and three 
other directors—Bernie Cragin. Kenneth 
Graf, and Clement Hirsch. Roberts 
charged that Luke was fired and Everett 
hired without court approval. He told the 
court that Smith and the three directors 
were “loading the corporation” with so 
many expenses that its bond would be for- 
feited and the original investors wiped out. 
He said that Everett was to draw a salary 
of $200.000 for five years. plus a cut of 
profits, and that Smith and a small group 
of directors were “flagrantly” disregarding 
all ceilings on debt ordered by the court. 

Attorneys for the Las Vegas Jockey 
Club then told the court that Everett no 
longer was under contract to the club: 
that Luke had been restored to his man- 
agerial position; that all of the trouble 
had been a misunderstanding. 

It was no misunderstanding to Frank 
E. Kilroe, however; he was content with 
Everett’s old job at Santa Anita.

This 
year he is represented by the stakes winners King Pin and Tom Fool, winner 
of the Metropolitan and Suburban handicaps. The latter race at 14 miles was 
run in 2:00%5;—one of the great races of the year. Menow sired stakes winners 
in each of his first 11 crops and is sire of winners of nearly $4,000,000. 79% 
of his foals have won, 26% of his winners have won or placed in stakes. Me- 
now’s stakes winners include the Horse of Year, 1949, CAPOT, and 1951’s 
champion 2-year-old TOM FOOL, current undefeated handicap highweight. 


REVOKED, one of Blue Larkspur’s most successful sons, has sired from his 
first three crops, 84% starters, 80% of his starters have won, and 16% of 
his winners won stakes. From his first crop came the stakes winners Nullify, 
Remove, and Recline; from his second Recover, Blue Revoke, and Landmark; 
and from his third Aerolite, plus four to place in stakes. Revoked is also sire 
of the 1953 2-year-old stakes winner Revolt, plus six other current 2-year-old 
winners. Revoked has placed nine on the Experimental H., from his first 
three crops. 


*RICO MONTE, one of America’s great cup and handicap horses, had his 
first crop go racing in 1952. From this crop came six 2-year-old winners, in- 
cluding Pasco (2nd Ardsley H.), Rica Rosie (2nd Marguerite S., 3rd Colleen 
S.), and Rico Rancho (2nd James H. Connors Memorial H.). Five more have 
won this year at three. He also has out two 2-year-old winners. *Rico Monte 
won $206,540. Among his stakes wins were these four straight wins: Whit- 
ney, Saratoga, Manhattan, and New York Handicaps. At the end of the 
season he was given 129 lbs. in the Gallant Fox Handicap, 5 lbs. above 
Assault, *Talon, Stymie, etc. 


PINEBLOOM’/S first crop is racing this year. From 16 foals in this crop five 
have already won: Pinelet (2 wins), Old Rocky, Loblolly, Texan Sigh, and also 
Pine Top. The son of Menow developed influenza shortly after winning his 
first start and it left his wind affected. Thereafter his racing career was 
limited but nevertheless he ran second in the Arlington Futurity, third in the 
Great Western H. (to Tre Vit and Coaltown in 1:09%) and won at Hawthorne 
in 1:10 for six furlongs. Pinebloom is a full brother to Letmenow, stakes 
winner of $131,535. 


MR. TROUBLE was retired to the stud in 1952. One of the top 3-year-olds of 
1950, Mr. Trouble won the Blue Grass Stakes, finished third in the Kentucky 
Derby and Belmont Stakes (beaten less than 2 lengths in both races), was 
fourth in the Preakness. As a 22-year-old he placed in the United States Hotel, 
Hopeful, and National Stallion Stakes. *Mahmoud, the sire of Mr. Trouble, 
is one of America’s top stallions. His first two dams won stakes and his 
first four dams all produced top class horses. Mr. Trouble’s first foals are 
out of such stakes winners or producers as Athenia, Bolide, Pelisse, Lithe, 
Pet, etc.
